TWO DEATHS ARE 


LIKELY TO RESULT 


Men Tried to Cross Railroad in 
Front of a Passenger 
Train. 


PICKED 
UP UNCONSCIOUS 


Their Injuries Are Such That There Is 


Small Hopes of the Recovery 
of 


Either— Both 
Are 
Well 
Known 


Citizens. 


Lisbon, December 
9.— (Special.)— 
While driving out of Leetonia on their 
way home about 8 o’clock last evening, 


Adolph Wanamaker, aged 35, and his 


brother in law, Clark Halverstadt, aged 
-a, wore probably fatally injured 
by 


east bound passenger train No. 42 on 
the Ft. Wayne railroad. The men wert* 
in a one-horse buggy and in approach­ 
ing the lailroad crossing just west of 
Hie station in Leetonia they 
had to 
drive down an abrupt incline on Wal­ 
nut street, north of the Ft. Wayne 
racks. 
Their view of the approaching train 
was obstructed by th** telegraph tower 
and a locomotive and some cars on 
he side track, and they 
started 
to 
hive across the tracks in front of th* 
■onilng train. 
Th** engineer had al 
ready commenced to slow' up for th* 
station, but could not stop his train 
in tim** to avoid the accident and the 
engine crashed into the rig, hurling 
the occupants a considerable distance 
The buggy was completely demolish 
ed, but tho hors** was uninjured and 
ran to the home of Mr. Halverstadt"s 
father, about two miles south of Lee 
tonia. 


The injured men were picked up un 
conscious, Wanamaker 
having 
been 
thrown under the trucks of a freight 
ta r that was standing on th*- siding 
east of tho crossing and Halverstadt 
having been hurled 20 feet away to th* 
sid«* of th** track. 
Halverstadt, who 
has been unconscious ever since 
th* 
accident, was taken to Dr. S. It. Mc 
('ready’s ami was later removed to til* 
home of his brother in law, Postmaster 
Henry Weaver, in Leetonia. It is dim 
cult to ascertain th** extent of his 
in­ 
juries. but on** leg is broken and It 1h 
feared his skull is fractured. 
W ana­ 
maker was taken to the office of Hrs 
Bertolette & Gooding in ITetonia. Ii** 
has been conscious at intervals since 
the accident, but is in a serious condi­ 
tion. 
Wanamaker is said to have sus­ 
tained a broken lc£ and collar bone in

Slight 
hopes are entertained for th** recovery 
of l ither of the men.

eral fund increased during the year by 
$30.103,8C9.67 and the 
liabilities in­ 
creased $3,605,116.60. 
Thus the avail­ 
able cash balance at the endof 1901 
exceeded that of 1902 by $26,498,753.07. 
During the year 1903 national bank 
notes to the amount of $196,429,621 
were presented for redemption, an in­ 
crease over the previous year of $21- 
560.363. 
The expenses incurred were 
$174,447.62. which have been assesse I 
upon the banks at the rate of $0.90262 
per $1,000 of their notes redeemed. 
Gold continues to accumulate in the 
treasury. 
The total holdings of gold 
on July I, 1903, were $631,420,789.45, 
an Increase for the year of $71,220.49-!. 
On Oct. I, 1903. the total holdings of 
gold in the treasury 
amounted 
to 
$654,811,716. 
Unrestricted use of gold 
coin and certificates In all branches of 
business and the freedom with which 
they are paid into and out of the 
treasury have been marked features 
of the treasury operations during the 
past year. 


Coin In Circulation. 
The standard silver dollar in circu­ 
lation July I, 1902, were $68,747,349, 
and the amount in circulation July ii 
1903, was $72,391,240. 
The amount 
distributed at the expense of the gov­ 
ernment during the past fiscal year 
was $41,182,154. 
Subsidiary silver coin amounting to 
$24,112,445 was distributed during the 
year to depositors therefor, but the 
amount in circulation shows an in­ 
crease for the year of only $7,005,466. 
The rate for transportation on ship­ 
ments of silver coin during the year 
was $2.03 per $1,000. 
At the close of the year ended Oct. 
31, 1903, the national banking system 
had been In operation 40 years and 
eight months. 
During this time 7.029 
national banks were organized,of which 
5 907 were banks of primary organiza­ 
tion and 1,122 were state banks con­ 
verted into national associations; 399 
banks failed and were placed in charge 
of receivers, and 1,483 went into vol­ 
untary liquidation for the purpose of 
consolidation with other banks or re 
tiring from business. 
The failures 
were 5.6 per cent and the liquidation 
21.1 per cent of the total number of 
banks organized. 
During the year ended Oct. 31,1903. 
553 national banks were organized, 
with a total capital of $34,333,500. 
Of 
these banks, 343 were organized with 
an individual capital of less than $50.- 
OOO. under authority of the act of con­ 
gress approved March 14. 1900, ami 
210 were organized with individual 
capital of $50,000 or more. 
Forty-nine 
of these banks, with an aggregate cap­ 
ital of $2,438,500, were conversions of 
otate banks; 198, with an aggregate 
capital of $15,470,000, were reorganiza­ 
tions of state or private banks, and 
306, with a capital of $16,425,000, were 
banks of primary organization. 
Bonds on Deposit. 
As the result of the organization of 
new banks and the refunding opera­ 
tions of the treasury department, tim 
bonds on deposit to secure circulation 
Increased during the year ended Oct. 
jai, 1903, from $33? *52,670 to $382. 
726,830, and the circulation secured 
thereby increased from $335,783,189 to 
$380,650,821. 
To show the connection 
between the increase of circulation 
and the refunding operations, It may 
be noted that the bonds deposited for 
circulation only Increased from $338, 
452,670 on Oct. 31. 1902, to $342,160.- 
770 on March 31, 1903. 
In the month 
lf April, 1903, when refunding opera­ 
tions were In progress, the bond de­ 
posit increased $10,535,350. 
In May It 
Increased $16,131,800, In June $7,549,- 
350, In July $4,825,760 and in August 
$1,313,400. 
In 
September, 
however, 
there was a decrease of $1,600, but in 
October an increase of $1,242,000. 
In conformity with law. the na­ 
tional banks 
have 
submitted state­ 
ments of their condition to the comp­ 
troller of the currency on five date* 
Since Sept. 15, 1902. 
The notable fea­ 
tures of the statements thus submit­ 
ted are as follows; 
Individual deposits were at a higher 
point on Sept. 15, 1902, than at any 
date subsequent thereto, and amount 
ed to $3,209,273,893 93. 
On Sept. 9. 
1903, they were $3,156,333,499 07. a de­ 
crease of $62 940,493 86 
During the 
same period the loans and dlscoun’s 
Increased $201,319,291.35, but this in­ 
crease was largely offset by an in­

Mr. Davis im m ediately lowered tho 
flag over the consulate and formally 
broke off relations with tho Turkish 
authorities by quitting Alexandretta, 
leaving tho consulate in charge of tho 
vice consul. 
A mob of Moslems seize I 
on the occasion to m ake a hostile dem­ 
onstration against tho consulate and 
against the C hristians generally. 
Turkish Side of Story. 
Tho local authorities 
assert that 
Mr. Davis struck tho police with a 
cane and that after the rearrest of A t­ 
tarian the consular cavasses (rnilitarv 
couriers) 
attempted 
to rescue him, 
and that in the fracas which ensued 
the cavasses broke the windows of 
the prison. 
Tho 
Turkish 
authorities 
further 
claim that Attarian, who Is a native 
of Diarbekir, Asiatic Turkey, has been 
traveling about the country with an 
illegal passport. 
They also point out 
that the question of Arm enians nat­ 
uralized in Am erica returning to T u r­ 
key has alw ays been a source of trou­ 
ble, since the porte Invariably refuses 
to recognize naturalization. 
W hen Attarian was arrested $2,564 
w’ns found In his pocket. 
This, it I* 
believed, may have contributed to his 
arrest, the Turks suspecting him of 
being a revolutionist. 
The m atter is engaging the ener­ 
getic attention of the United States 
legation bore. 
M inister Leishm an has 
made urgent representations to the 
porte and is now aw aiting a fuller re­ 
port before taking further steps. 
Leishman Ordered to Investigate. 
Washington, Dec. 9.— The state de­ 
partment has received a brief cable­ 
gram from Consul Davis, at Alexan­ 
dretta, Asiatic Turkey, saying that hrt 
had trouble with the local police and 
had left Beirut in consequence. 
The 
department promptly cabled M inister 
Leishm an at Constantinople to insti­ 
tute a thorough Investigation of the 
w’holn affair. 
The records show that D avis is 38 
years old, was born In Irondale, Je f­ 
ferson county, O.. and was a school 
teacher when appointed. 
Tho navy department has so far 
taken no steps toward sending any 
warships to Alexandretta. 
The San 
Francisco and Brooklyn are at Beirut, 
which is distant 140 m iles from A lex­ 
a n d r ia . 
The state departm ent does 
not anticipate any serious difficulty as 
a result of this incident, for it does 
not doubt that tho Turkish govern­ 
ment will make proper amends for 
any misconduct of its officials at A lex­ 
a n d r ia . 
The state department has had end­ 
less trouble with naturalized Arm en­ 
ians who insist on returning to Tu-- 
key, notwithstanding the fact that the 
Turkish government has steadfastly 
refused to recognize the right of a 
Turkish *jiibject to expatriate himself, 
and the most that our m inisters and 
consuls have been able to do in such 
cases is to secure the release of the 
naturalized Arm enian or T urk upon 
promise to quit Turkey.
